DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 13, 15-53 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the modification of the optical arrangements 
illustrated in figures 1 and 2 by positioning of a micro dichroic array adjacent an incident 
surface of an LCoS to transmit a color portion of an incident beam and to reflect other 
color portions of the incident beam. The office agrees with applicant's argument that it 
would not have been obvious to modify the arrangement of Ishii et al. because the gel 
absorption filters (94) are placed behind liquid crystal layers (92). It further would not 
have been obvious to modify Fulkerson by replacing a single color clean up filter with a 
dichroic microfilter array, as claimed.
